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i,  Yhe Stalia Hydrosonation orks in Most (Bruex) was built by the Germans dur- 
ine ‘orld ‘lar TI. The nroduetica of raw syathetie gasoline from lisnite 
amounted during the war to abort 20,000 livers per shift from vhich 35 -er- 
cent vascemverted into pure gasoline. Under Gernan control the plant em 
ployed about 30,006 forced iacoxrers. By the end of the war the Stalin orks 
had been badly damaged by bombing and the Laborers had been disrsrsed. In 
order to reorpanize the plant Dr. Landa and Dr. Tichy, woo had been removed 
from their rositions in the Bata Plant in Zlin for political reisens, were 
made technical dizector and aininistrative director respectively of the Stalin 
Novke, Thoy vere wiable effectively te rveorvanize the plans , wich continued 
for some tine to operite very uneconon*cally on a small scale and at a loss. 
Durin’ the first six months of the Two Tear Flan the plant fulfilled its quote 
only to eisht percent and caused the entire chemical industry to fail in ful- 
filling the Filan.
